Very important additions are being 
made to the means available to the 
Canadian and Amezican weather 
bureaux for forecasting great tropical 
storms, and tracing from day to day 
their probable course. The repub- 
lic of Honduras is establishing a 
signal service station on the north 
coast of the Honduras peninsula, 
and the daily record of observations 
cabled to New Orleans and thence 
telegraphed to Ottawa and Washing- 
ton will give ample warning of the 
existence of many of the cyclones 
which sweep up over the lake region 
or curve round the Gulf of Mexico, 
and sweep up the Atlantic coast as 
West India hurricanes. In many 
instances the proposed station will 
afford four or five days earlier warn- 
ing of such storms than can now be 
had, and will probably be the begin- 
ning of a general system of weather 
reporting throughout America and 
the West Indies. Such a system is 
a matter of much consequence, not 
merely to the Atlantic coast, for a 
large proportion of our storms come 
from the Gulf of Mexico. Another 
valuable addition to the list of signal | 
service stations will be made on rhe |! 
laying of the cable from Halifax to 
Bermuda, which, situated as it is in 
the direct line of the mazch of West 
India hurricanes, could fnrnish data 
without which the varying course of 
such storms is difficult of determina- |
